The ‘‘ Week of Witness, organised 
by a joint committee of the Dublin 
churches, which will close with to- 
night’s meeting in the Mansion 
House, has been a strixing success. 
Never in recent years has so much in- 
terest and enthusiasm been displayed 
at a series of meetings arranged to 
discuss social and religious questions. 
Each night the doors of the Round 
Room of the Mansi-a House have had 
to be closed ten minutes before the 
hour of opening. The overflow from 
the huge audiences "as poured into the 
Oax Room, whence the addresses from 
the main hall were relayed. 


On Wednesday night, and again last 
night, so many were tu away 
from the Mansion House thr. the 
organisers arranged for St. Ann's 


Church to be opened. So the speakers 
had to deliver their addresse twice. 

Last night, when the subjec. was 
“The Source of Power,“ there \ ere 
just under 1,000 in the Round Ro m. 
All the seats on the ground floor nd 
in the balconies were full long be ore 
the meeting began. Here, as also in 


the Oak Room, men and women, young 


and old, stood along the walls 

Some people have been asking the 
organisers what is the meaning of the 
almost embarrassing success of their 
endeavour. The answer to these 
questions, the organisers believe, is 
that there is no doubt whatever that 
the ple of this country are feeling 
at 4 that there is a call to 
them for action—a call based on the 
foundations of their faith. 

The Week oí Witness, as 
speakers have stressed, was organised 
in order that the Churches might pro- 
claim with a sure voice what they be- 
lieved in, and their. conviction that 
only on the basis of Christianity could 
socicty be rebuilt.

During the half-year exceptional efforts 
had been made to maintain coal supplies, 
All suitable cargoes available had been 
purchased, and a site calculated to hold 
additional stock of some seven thousand 
tons acquired. Unfortunately, despite 
all efforts, deliveries commenced to ease 
off, and they were unable to make full 
use of this provision. Since then over 
a period of approximately four months 
the company had been drawing on 
reserves, with the result that stocks 
have now reached a level which causes 
the greatest anxiety. 


NOT NEARLY ENOUGH COAL 


When the coal shortage became acute 
the Coal Controller for Scotland found 
himsvif compelled to stop deliveries to 
the company, diverting them to indus- 
tries of high priority and of vital im- 
portance to Great Britain. Apart from 
odd cargoes of inferior Scotch coal, the 
only supplies had come from Durham, 
under emergency arrangements, The 
additional rail haulage rendered the 
cost very high. The company had not, 


J however, allowed this consideration to 


deter them, but, nevertheless, had not 
yet succeeded in obtaining even nearly 
adequate quantities. ?ríority de- 
mands, railroad difficulties and con- 
estion at the shipping port had all 

n contributory causes, while quite 
recently severe weather had caused 
further appreciable delays. 

““In normal times we would expect 
an improvement with the better 
weather, but I feel the position has 
become so grave that the present con- 
ditions do not 2 optimism, 
and I cannot answer for even the 
near future,” said the Chairman. 


QUESTION OF PRICE 


On the question of price, he said 
there had heen a total increase since 
the war began of 28s. or 298. a ton. 
These figures do not take account of 
the inferior quality, a variable factor, 
and, at its worst, with a most adverse 
effect on the yield of gas. Gas oil 
supplies were also uncertain, and, only 
due to special provisions and economy 
in its use, had their stock been 
adequate, but it could not now be con- 
sidered sufficient for any lengthy 
period, and they were actively en- 
deavouring to secure further supplies. 
Indications were that the cost would 
show an excessive rise, but here again 
their need was so great that the ques- 
tion of price became one of secondary 


a. 

fter referring to recent new equip- 
ment operated, the Chairman said that 
the position concerning requirements 
of iron and steel had also become ex- 


tremely serious. 

Turning to the sales of gas, he said that 
there had been a small increase of nearly 
ene-half per cent., and the net receipts 
from sales of gas were greater by £45.000 
than, in the corresponding half-year. 


WHY COKE IS DEARER 


It was also gratifying to record the 
maintenance of apparatus sales, which, 
from the point of view of future gas con- 
sumption. was of the greatest importance. 
In general, there was an unprecedented 
demand for all of their residual products, 
He wished to make it clear that the in- 
crease in the price of coke had been deter- 
mined solely by reference to costs, and in no 
way by relation to the demand. 

Receipts in total showed an increase of 
£74.817. as against a higher expenditure 
of £70.563, resulting in the revenue profit 
being larger by 24.254. As against this. 
bank interest and income tax were greater 
by 45.910. thus the balance remaining, 
after providing for these items and for 
Debenture interest, was less than a year ago 
by 21.656. at £54,669. The balance 
brought from last account was £1.687. and 
the sum available for dividend was, there- 
fore. £56.356. The directors recommended 
payment of a dividend at the rate of 6 per 
cent. per annum. absorbing 258.023. and 
leaving 83.3383 to be carried forward. 


THE FUTURE 


Turning to the balance sheet. he said 
that bank orerdrafts had increased b 
£91,000. while simultaneously cash in ban 
and on hand had decreased by £31,000, a 
tola! of £122.000 from which they might 
deduct a net decrease of £5,000 in sundry 
credits. making £117.000 in all. This was 
offset by increases of £66,000 in stocks. 
accounted for by larger quantities and 
higher values: by £30.000 in accounts due 
to the company, and by £21,000 increase 
on capital account. again making a total of 
£117,000. The increase in accounts due to 
the company was partly attributable to 
higher prices, and. in part, to better 
trading. but the main cause was the in- 
crease in hire-purchase transactions.

A HAMMER BLOW ? 


Recalling that mechanical achieve- 
ment as we departed from the Mansion 
House on last Friday evening, there 
came the question—Had the Wylie 
dream and its exposition produced a 
hammer blow sufficiently powerful and 
well directed to break the shackles of 
conventional thought and habit? Would 
it release, and give life to, the latent 
driving forces of distracted public 
opinion? Could it be that his dream 
might soon begin to come true? And, 
if so, by what means and machinery 
might the dreamer’s vision and inspir- 
ing energies best be transmitted and 
made to operate thorughout the land? 

Did it mean some fresh addition 
to the already too cumbersome and 
complicated machinery through which 
multifarious groups of well-disposed 
reformers and visionaries made efforts 
to combat the evils of unemployment 
and poverty, and the threats of yet 
worse evils to come? Dublin, in par- 
ticular, and the country in general, was 
already endowed with a surfeit of 
charitable and reform agencies, Was 
there room and need for yet another! 


CHALLENGE EXAMINED 


On these lines ran our thoughts and 
uestionings when we retired to discuss 
the postcard challenge. Ultimately— 
despite different estimates of the 
dream's potentialities, and widely 
different * of how it might best be 
made to materialise—we agreed to say 
—yes ! 
What, then, it may not be unhelpful 
to ask, were the main points on which 
we agreed, or agreed to differ? On 
certain main issues we were in full 
accord, Emergency needs demanded 
an entirely new and unconventional 
outlook, and some new medium for its 
effective expression. However many 
and meritorious existing relief and 
emergency services might be they 
failed to cover the whole ground of 
urgent national needs. Official pro- 
cedure, designed to serve normal public 
requirements, was difficult—if not im- 
possible—to adapt to the demands of 
unprecedented = emergencies. Gaps 
existed and must be filled if disaster 
was to be escaped. Voluntary and 
official agencies must either be supple- 
mented or brought together and rein- 
forced. Lastly, we agreed that the 
dream and its exposition gave promise 
of a new driving force and sense of 
direction in the whole field of 
emergency efforts. 

At that point we found it necessary 
to agree to differ as to the means and 
machinery by which the new driving 
force might most effectively be applied 


fears of dictatorship. From another 
the apprehension that existing agencies 
might openly resent any invasion of 
ground already occupied. And from 
another came the unqualified declara- 
tion that nothing less than a clean 
sweep of all existing agencies, both 
voluntary and official, would be neces- 
sary to clear the ground for effective 
actica—a view which, let it be said, 
found no supporter. 


OTHER DRIVING 
FORCES 


Then came the night’s sleep and the 
morning's calm reflection prescribed in 
Mr. Wylie’s appeal—reflection which, to 
one of his audience, recalled thoughts of 
other personal driving forces who had 
blazed new, promising and fruitful trails 
—thoughts of the men to whose 
originality of thought and courageous 
iaitiative we owe the Mount Street 
Club and its offshoots; of Father 
Hayes and his colleagues of Muintir na 
Tire who gave birth to the idea and 
the organisation from which . many 
hundreds of “ parish’’ councils have 
sprung to render essential service in 
hours of emergency. Was it possible 
that the League of Goodwill might 
overlook or discount the achievements 
or the potentialities of such movements 
of proven merit? On the contrary, 
would not a natural—indeed, an 
inevitable—sequel to the Wylie dream 
be the reinforcement of these and 
other kindred movements which—like 
the League of Goodwill itselfi—were 
spontaneous, self-reliant and construc- 
tive responses to demands for public 
service. 

From the strictly practical aspect, 
would not considerations of con- 
venience and of the need for prompt 
action indicate the fullest use of all 
existing machinery, and of every 
organisation whose clearly defined pur- 
pose and function is to grapple with 
economic emergency needs? Merely as 
a clearing house between, and a new 
source of inspiration and reinforcement 
for, such movements, the League of 
Goodwill might find its ample justifica- 
tion. As a liaison between voluntary 
and official agencies its influence and 


‘activities might bear much rich and 


refreshing fruit!

The conviction is that the vicious 
circle can be brokea now (golden: op- 
portunity) and the problem solved by 
intensive loca. co-operative effort 
through the median of the Parish 
Councils, including Father Hayes’s 
ma 1 3 Tire. 

prophecy is that the ople, 
the Government and the baili Will, 
sooner or later—the sooner the better, 
of course—actually solve the problem 
through the agency of these local 
voluntary bodies. 

If every parish—the desirably small, 
manageable, community unit—develo 
its own resources, then the whole 
country wil! be simultaneously de- 
veloped. The farmer with his untilled 
field, the unemployed labourer, the 
Parish Council, the banks and the 
Government—all must <unction ade- 

uately together. The machine is, in 
act, already assembled and ready to 
move forward at the touch of a finger— 
now. It is not so much a matter of 
oodwill, of which we hear so much; 
or if there is not enough goodwill and 
common honesty in this island after 
fifteen hundred years of intensive 
Christianity 8t. Patrick came in vain 
What is wanted is common-sense = 
lied to a remediable evil. The prob- 
em and the need are as clear as day. 
The country wants food produced and 
unemployment relieved. Both objects 
can, fortunately, be achieved ‘simul- 
taneously if the farmer gets the only 
thing he needs—i.e., money—not free 
grants, but credit facilitiés—until the 
asset, the crop, is produced. 

The question is; Where is the money 
to come from? The answer is: Out of 
the place where it is—the banks. It 
is, unfortunately, the traditional and, 
to he layman, inexplicable, policy of 
the controllers of finance to restrict 
the flow of money in a country 
when it is, not at war, and to 
open the sluices and let it flow in 
millions and billions “for the dura- 
tion“ once the mad murdering begins. 
Are we to conclude that the controllers 
of finance thrive on wars and for that 
reason manipulate their powerful busi- 
ness to bring them about? However 
that may be, I must not digress in 
these days of severely restricted news- 
print, but get on with my thesis. 

The farmer wants and must now get 
credit facilities. The bank manager 
demands—and who will blame him?— 
evidence in support of the farmer's 
willingness and capacity to repay the 
advance. Here, of course, is the crux 
of the matter, the absence of accept- 
able documentary evidence of the 
farmer's creditworthiness. The bank 
manager cannot be expected to go out 
to see the field, or to know the 
character or competence of the 1 
cant, or to take steps to satisíy him- 
self that the money will be spent in 
producing the asset by the proceeds of 
which the loan will be repaid, nor, in- 
deed, the probable value of the crop 
when harvested. But the Parish Coun- 
cil, composed of the applicant’s fellow- 
parishioners is in a position to do all 
this—which brings me to my sugges- 
tion. 

I suggest that the following pro- 
cedure be adopted. The Parish Coun- 
cil shall issue to any approved poten- 
tial employer of additional labour a, 
letter of recommendation or competence 
it a 
Letter of Credit —in respect 
of a stated sum for a speci- 
fied period and purpose, certifying 
that the bearer is well known 
to the Council to be a person of com- 

etence, industry and integrity; and 
hat the Council will, to the best of 
its ability, ensure that the bearer shall, 
in respect of the transaction and in 
accordance with his written declara- 
tion, honour his legal obligation to the 
bank and his moral obligation to the 
parish and the State 

The bank will either grant or refuse 
the accommodation; if it refuses, the 
reason must be forthcoming. The ap- 
plicant successful with his Letter of 
Credit '” will be handed a little account 
book in which he shall keep a record, 
separate from all his other transactions, 
of the outlay incurred, so much for 
wages, with the names of the em- 
ployés, materials and other expenses 
incidental to the creation of the asset 
represented by the loan. The account 
must be available for inspection by the 
executive committee of the Parish Coun- 
cil and, if need be, by the bank 
manager. 

In Tine event of the banks, or a parti- 
cular bank, not being disposed to be 
reasonably ‘co-operative in the scheme, 
the onus is on the Government and 
the controllers of finance jointly to ad- 
ust the money-lending policy to the 
inescapable necessities of the times.—

Sir.—Might I through your paper 
— to the Government to do some- 
thing about fuel’ I do not think they 
realise that some of the small towns 
and villages in the South of Ireland 
are without fires or light; a lot of the 
poor and infirm in these places have 
nothing even to boil a kettle. This 
town is neither near the Bog of Allen 
nor any other bog, and, therefore, can- 
not get turf; it has no railway near it, 
and has been depending on what coal 
it could get in by the sea. None has 
reached it since last summer, and now 
the last ounce is gone and the coal 
merchants have no prospect of gettin 
any more. When asked to get turf, 
they say they have not the petrol to 
fetch it. ä 

I suggest the Government release 
enough petrol to these men and to 
those with lorries to enable them to 
get it, also to appoint a reliable per- 
son in each town to see that everyone 
gets a fair allowance, and to control 
the price so that everyone could buy 
it. Couldn't they even employ the 
military lorries for this purpose? 
There seems to be plenty of petrol in 
the country for race meetings, ete., 
when it could be put to a better use. 

This unfortunate village has not seen 
a drop of paraffin oil for over a fort- 
night, and has no prospect of getting 
anv, as the town nearby has none 
either, and it has not got electricity. 
Yet we hear that people with tractors 
are getting more than they can use. 
Surely, there is mismanagement some 
place, so we have neither oil nor coal 

1 think it is dreadful to think that 
the poor, infirm and sick may die 
from cold and starvation. They talk 
about rationing us, but.there will not 
be any need to du o; unless they see 
that the people have fuel to cook 
with, we will all be eating our 
rations in Heaven. 

I think it a pity a few more like

SIXPENCE 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—Mr. Wrylie’s Dream of Ire- 
land has awakened many to the call 
for a national effort, but Dr. Collis’s 
statement that thousands have to live 
on only sixpence per week is the 

reatest shock that our national pride 

as ever achieved. 

It is the duty of every citizen of 
Eire to alleviate this terrible distress 
immediately, because if Irish men, 
women and children existed“ on six- 
pence per week before the crisis it 
must be impossible now. Their 2 
means will — to be supplemented by 
at least another sixpence per week to 
allow them to purchase the same 
morsel of food as formerly. How can 
this be done? 

(1) By putting our hands in our 
pockets. 

(2) By giving the Guild of Goodwill 
its first task—viz., to look after the 
funds and see that they are distributed 
fairly to all the needy. 

As there are forty thousand needy 
in Dublin, we can assume that the 
total for Eire would be about sixty 
thousand. In other words, we n 
£1,500 per week for the duration of 
the present emergency. Yes, a lot of 
money, but it can be found if we will 
collect ourselves into groups. We 
would need fifty-two groups and each 
group will be required to find one 
week's assistance (£1,500), There 
should be no difficulty in finding fifty- 
two groups, the following being a few 
suggestions :— ' 

(1) The Oireachtas, 

(2) Civil Service. 

(3) The banks and bank officials. 

(4) The Vintners’ Assaciation.

“ FACING THE FACTS“

Srr,—Your correspondent, ‘‘A.E.D.,”’ 
refers to a letter Í wrote some days 
ago, which you published under the 
above heading. 

I suggested that the private 
motorists seen to-day are those who 
had the intelligence to buy and store 
petrol while it was available. 
„A. E. D.“ appears to dislike the word 
intelligence, and points out with 
sarcasm that money and the means 
of storage were also necessary before 
petrol could be purchased. 

I think most private car-owners 
could have managed to purchase a 
little extra petrol, and if unable to 
store it could have asked a friend to 
keep it. For instance, a forty-gallon 
drum of petrol would have cost less 
than £4. and the cost could even have 
been spread over several weeks by 
purchasing the drum first and the 
petrol in small quantities afterwards. 

The fact that a large number of 
rivate motorists remained on the road 
or several weeks after rationing 
ceased shows that many of them had 
stored a little petrol, Their foresight 
was rewarded, Others, as is evident, 
must have stored a considerable 
quantity of petrol. All these in- 
telligent motorists have been thought- 
lessly envied and criticised—not so 
much from patriotic’ motives. as from 
selfish motives. : 

The great majority of private 
motorists (and others, too) took little 
notice of the advice to store petrol.

TRIBUTE BY DEAN OF 
CHRIST CHURCH 


The Service in commemoratíon of Dr. 
Bartholomew Mosse, founder of the first 
lving-in hospital, was held in the 

hapel of the Rotunda Hospital, 
Dublin, * the special preacher 
being the Dean of rist Church 


Bartholomew Mosse was one of 
Dublin’s great men, said the Dean. He 
instituted one of the greatest works 
done in the cause of human suffering. 
Yet his life and work were well-nigh 
forgotten for many years. No written 
record of his life and work was made 
till the “Book of the Rotunda ” was 
published in 1913. There was, how- 
ever, another monument of which the 
citizens of Dublin must take cognisance, 
That hospital, that chapel, were his 
memorial sermons in stone and stucco. 

Bartholomew Mosse was the son of 
the Rev. Thomas Mosse, 
Maryborough, and, like many another 
son of the rectory, he carried the prin. 
ciples of Christian philanthropy into 
the work of everyday life, and used 
them there to the glory of God. He 
was a pioneer in medical work among 
the poverty-stricken mothers of Dublin. 
The hospital in George’s lane, which 
was situated where now was South 
Great George's street, was the first 
lying-in hospital, not only in Dublin, 
but in Europe. Not only so, but he 
was a pioneer in philanthropic work in 
our city. 

The redemption of the world from 
evil for the most part came, not from 
systems and societies, said the Dean, 
but from men and women imbued with 
a sense of duty to God and actuated by 
goodwill towards their fellows. It was 
men like Bartholomew Mosse who 
moved the world. In spite of all his 
resourcefulness, Bartholomew Mosse 
found that he had to fall back upon 
Government grants if the hospital was 
to discharge at all adequately its fune- 
tions as a hospital for Dublin and the 


rovinces of Ireland. The present

Paul, signed the Tripertite Pact in 
Vienna, students of Yugoslav history felt 
themselves baffled by the remarkable turn 
that had beea taken by events. The Serbs 
probably are the most vigorously inde- 
pendent people in Europe. From time to 
time they have been unfortunate in their 
titular leaders—neither the Obrenovitch 


reason to boast of its royal scions—but 
throughout the centuries the Serbian 
people have striven to maintain their 
political freedom, and never acquiesced in 
foreign overlordship. The Croats are 
almost equally independent in their ont- 
They dislike the Latins just as 
uuch as the Serbs dislike the Teutons, 
while the Slovenes, who inhabit a region 
that includes Trieste, distike Germans and 
‘Italians impartially. In these circum- 
stances, the news that the fugosiav 
Government had decided te join the 
„Axis group, following in the footsteps 
of the Magyars, the Slovaks, the 
Rumanians and the Bulgarians, came as a 
surprise to most people who had any 
knowledge of Southern Slav affairs; and 
‘when on Wednesday there were rumours 
of unrest in the Triune Kingdom the 
| keenest interest was shown in the develop- 
ment of events. The whole matter came 
to a head on Wednesday night, when a 
bloodless coup d'état “took place in 
Belgrade, resulting in a complete change 
of Government, and, presumably, in a 
reversal of former policy. The world has 
grown accustomed to political violence in 
the Balkans; but on this occasion it seems 
that everything was done decently and in 
order. There was nothing of the savagery 
that accompanied the murder of Alexander 
and Draga nearly forty years ago. Prince

The seventeen-year-old King Peter, a year

ment General Dushan Simovitch, Chief of 
the General Staff, the man who was re- 
sponsible for the creation of the Yugoslav 
Air Force: A new Cabinet was constituted 
without delay. It included seven members 
of the former Administration—the three 
Mimisters who resigned rather than accept 
the Tripartite Pact, three Croat represen- 
tatives, and the famous Dr. Matchek, 
leader of the Croat minority, who was 
Vice-Premier under Monsieur Tsvetko- 
vitch. Monsieur Gavrilovitch, Yugoslav 
Minister in Moscow, who also tendered his 
resignation in consequence of the Tripartite 
Pact, has been nominated as Minister 
Without Portfolio; and even a cursory 
perusal of the names indicates that the 
new Cabinet is a Government of national 
concentration. 

The Yugoslavs are a deeply emotional 
race! They have a passionate love of 
country, and throughout the kingdom 
yesterday there were almost hysterical 
demonstrations of joy at the change of 
Government. The Patriarch of the 
Orthodox Church, to which most of the 
Serbs belong, has expressed publicly his 
loyal support of the new régime, and it 
will be recalled that some days ago he 
warned Prince Paul of what would be 
likely to happen if the Tripartite Pact 
should be accepted. King Peter already 
has made two short statements to his 
people, explaining that the former 
Regents, ‘‘realising their errors, had 
resigned of their own accord, having 
appreciated the correctness of his 
action. For the moment it is not possible 
to determine what effect the change in 
Government will have on Yugoslavia’s 
foreign policy—and that, after all, is what 
really matters to the world at large. There 
has heen virtually no comment in either 
Rome or Berlin. A German spokesman 
has described the coup d’état as a domestic 
affair in Yugoslavia, evidently assuming 
that the new Government will be bound 
by the signature of the Tripartite Pact; 
but it is very evident that relations 
beween Yugoslavia and the “Axis” 
Powers cannot remain as they were a few 
days ago. The change in Yugoslavia is 
tantamount to a military dictatorship. 
King Peter is far too young to exert any 
real influence on the course of political 
events, although his sympathetic person- 
ality will be of much value to the Govern- 
ment. The fons et origo of the whole 
revolt was the signing of the pact in 
Vienna. From the outset the Yugoslav 
army was opposed to Monsieur Tsvetko- 
vitch’s policy vis · d- vis tho Axis.“ Not

arms-—the fall of Keren, in Eritrea, and 
of Harar, the second city of Abyssinia. 
The battle for Keren has been a well- 
fought one, and, however easily they may 
appear to have succumbed to the British 
advance in other parts of East Africa, 
their failure reflects no discredit upon the 
Italian soldiers in Keren. They have 
contrived to check the British seaward 
advance for approximately two months. 
When General Cunningham’s columns 
swept eastwards from the Anglo-Egyptian 
Sudan into Eritrea, it looked for a while 
as if nothing could stop them; village 
after village fell into their hands, and the 
fall of Asmara, the Eritrean capital, and 
Massawa, the colony’s chief port and naval 
base, seemed to be.only a matter of days. 
Between the invaders and their goal, how- 
ever, stretched a barrier of mountains, 
with the formidable fortress of Keren 
perched among the peaks. So strong was 
this obstacle that the British occupied no 
less than six weeks in preparation for the 
assault, and it was only in the middle of 
this month that the assault proper began. 
It has involved some of the fiercest fighting 
of the war in Africa; for the town iteelf 
is surrounded with peaks and plateaux, 
hardly one of which was yielded by the 
Italians without a determined effort to 
recapture it. The fighting has been of a 
type that cannot have been witnessed else- 
where during the present war—except, 
perhaps, during the ill-fated British 
attempt to regain Norway ; for the terrain 
is such as to set a premium upon the 
most primitive methods of warfare, and, 
although the British inflicted terrible 
punishment on the town with their 
artill.vy, most of the actual fighting has 
been hand-to-hand. Now that Keren has 
fallen, there is little to stop General 
Cunningham’s advance. There still are 
mountains to cross, and there still are 
Italian garrisons to block the way; but 
Keren was the strongest of all the 
fortresses and the focal-point of Italian 
resistance. 

The fall of Harar must be fully as 
severe a blow to Italian hopes; for it 
means that the main approach to Addis 
Ababa, the Ethiopian capital, lies open 
to the British forces. Its capture by the 
Italians during their own invasion five 
years ago was hailed as one of the decisive 
incidents in the campaign, and the chances 
are that the British recapture will be 
similarly decisive. The Italians’ plight 
in Abyssinia is far from enviable. Addis 
Ababa is being threatened from no fewer 
than thirteen different points by a diverse 
throng of assailants—British, Dominion 
and Indian troops, not to mention the 
motley host of tribesmen who have risen 
against their new masters. If the Italians 
contrived to conquer Abyssinia between one 
rainy season and the other, against the 
opposition of most of the natives, it is 
not hard to believe that the British will 
bo able to do the same thing, when most 
of the natives are on their side. All the 
Italian lines of communication have been 
cut, and they have no hope of reinforce- 
ments from the motherland or from other 
parts of King Victor Emmanuel’s Empire; 
the defenders are isolated far more com- 
pletely than if they were upon an island 
in the middle of an ocean. It is con- 
ceivable that the Germans will be able to 
assist their Italian allies in Greece, and 
even in Western Libya, but they cannot 
reach Abyssinia by any channels other 
than the air; and, while it may be possible 
to drop a certain amount of supplies from 
above, Abyssinia is not one of those 
countries that lend themselves to aerial 
landings. The collapse of Italy’s African 
empire now seems virtually certain. It 
has been achieved largely by the same 
methods that the Germans employed in 
Western and Northern Europe—a swift, 
motorised advance over the main theatre 
of war, accompanied by well-organised and 
rapid assaults into the lesser theatres. 
British generalship seldom has shown 
itself to better advantage than in these 
African campaigns under Generals Wavell 
and Cunningham; and seldom has there 
been so thorough a vindication of those 
prophets who announced, years ago, that 
Italy was foolish to try to build an empire 
in Africa beforo she had assured herself 
of the command of the sea. 


The Orthopedic Hospital 


For sixty-five years the Orthopedic 
Hospital of Ireland, at its premises in 22 
Upper Merrion street, Dublin, has been 
doing valuable and merciful: work for 
crippled children. Hundreds every year 
come to its wards and operating theatres 
to have treatment for deformities and bone 
diseases. Yet yearly the work becomes 
more difficult; for more and more 
people have come to appreciate the 
marvels that can be worked by science, 
and more and more in recent times have 
sought the cures and help of the 
orthopedic surgeons. New and larger 
premises, everybody knew, would somehow 
have to be found, and a few days ago the 
hospital authorities announced that they 
had purchased Blackheath,’’ Clontarf, a 
spacious building that is almost in the 
heart of the countryside and yet only a

INTEMPERANCE 


USE OF FOODSTUFFS IN 
ALCOHOL PRODUCTION 


A call for the Government to impose severe 
restriction upon the use of grain, potatoes 
and other food substances suitable for human 
consumption or animal feeding, in the manu- 
facture of alcoholic liquor was made by the 
Trish Association for the Prevention of 
Intemperance, at ifs annual meeting in 
Dublin yesterday. A resolution on the 
subject was passed on the motion of the Rev. 
R. E. Weir, M. A., and Mr. W. R. Wigham. 
The inconsistency of demanding increased 
food production while unlimited quantities of 
food were being turned into alcoholic drink, 
unnecessary to the welfare of the community, 
was mentioned by the speakers. The annual 
report also commented on the use of such a 
large proportion of the cereal crops in drink: 
production, 
This report, which was adopted on the 
motion of Mr. F. T. Eason (chairman, execu- 
tive committee), regretted that there was an 
increase in the number of sherry parties. The 
attention of railway companies was called to 
the annoyance caused to their fellow-travellers | 
by intoxicated passengers. During war-time 
conditions, it stated, the difficulty of obtain- 
ing consideration by the Government for 
amendment of the laws relating to the drink 
traffic was greatly increased, and there was 
no indication of any action by the Govern- 
ment.on this matter. The committee had 
found: virtually no evidence of an attempt 
to cancel any existing licences. There were 
many places where the number of licensed 
houses was grossly out of proportion to the 
population.

More Coal | 

The British Government is now — 
steps to deal with the coal problem, whic 
was à source of considerable trouble last 
winter, and a meeting has been held to 
discuss how the needed extra supplies can 
best be obtaifed.

Summer Time 

It is not improbable that Britain will 
have two summer times this year, as 
when the extra hour is put on for industry 
generally, farm workers and other agricul- 
tural employés will be an hour behind. 
To bring. about a satisfactory solution to 
a dificult question, negotiations are 
taking place between the Ministry of 
Agriculture and the farming interests. The

areas, and cows will be milked at seven 
instead of six, with the milk delivered in 
country districts at nine instead of eight. 
An awkward problem in this connection is 
that there are areas where the preponder- 
ance of: the population is neither indus- 
trial nor agricultural. 


Dried Food 


The Ministry of Food experts are study- 
ing the possibtlities of dehydration of food 
with a view to conserving supplies and 
saving shipping and 2 space. De- 
hydration. or, the removal of the water 
content, enables food to be compressed 


without loss of taste, colours or nutritive 


value. Numerous foods can be so treated, 
including all types of fruit, vegetables and 
eggs. The experiments are to deal with 
methods and suggest the best means by 
which machinery can be devised to carry 
out production on a commercial scale. In 
some cases food manufacturers are already 
dehydrating vegetables, and the work is 
being carriei out in factories formerly 


used for fruit-canning. 
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IRISHMAN’S DIARY 


A. Great Irish Forward 


Charles Hallaran's death recalls the 
days when Irish Rugby was struggling 
desperately to recover after the last war. 
The 1920 season was calamitous, Ireland 
losing all four matches, three of them by 
big scores; and in the following season 
Hallaran, who was in the Navy, got his 
first chance in the pack at the age of 
twenty. ; 

A powerfully-built man, and a 
tremendous tackler, he was a success from 
the start, and kept his place, with a few 
breaks, for five years. He was a member 
ot the side which beat Scotland at Lans- 
downe road in 1921—a result which caused 
great ‘ubiliation, as it was our first vietory 
since the resumption’ of international 
games after the war. 

For some time after that Irish successes 
were few and far between, but Hallaran 
had the satisfaction of playing on at least 
one winning team against all the other 


countries, while in three of his four 
matches against France, Ireland was 
successful. 


Against the French 


The Irish-French encounters were very 
tough affairs in those days, especially 
among the forwards, and Hallaran was 
invariably in the thick of the battle. 

I recall ons particularly breath-taking 
tackle of his on a French forward whom 
he caught around the neck, and that 
Frenchman felt rather sorry for himself 
throughout the rest of the game. 

His greatest triumph, however, came in 
his last season, when [Ireland gained her 
first post-war win over England by 19 
points to 15 in the most, excitipg, match 
I have ever seen. 

The Irish forwards gave a wonderful 
display that day, and laid the foundations 
of a victory which was rounded off by 
Mark Sugden and Denis Cussen. 

That was Hallaran’s last international 
match, and a pleasant one on which to 
retire. 


Graziani 


Marshal Rodolfo Graziani, whose resig- 
nation of the Italian command in Africa 
has been somewhat overshadowed by events 
in Yugoslavia and the Soviet guarantee 
to Turkey, was regarded as among the 
greatest of colonial strategists, * 
he never had the benefit of academic 
military training in his vouth. 

In 1904 he found himself at a loose end 
as a young reserve officer, and for want 
of anything better to do he applied for a 
post with the Italian forces in Eritrea. 
He served in the Tripolitan and Libyan 
campaign in 1911-12 which ousted the

Turks from African territory; and he 
took past in the Italian campaigns against 
the Central Powers in the last great war. 
In these he was twice seriously wounded 
and won several decorations and promo- 
tion to colonel’s rank. 

In Libya and Eritrea he picked up a 
working knowledge of Arabic, and found 
this useful after Versailles, when he went 
to Mesopotamia and engaged in the carpet 
trade. 

But Africa was his real country, and 
when Italy, after the rise of the Fascists 


to power, undertook the re-conquest of 


Libya, Graziani hurried there, placed his 
services at the command of General 
Badoglio, and had the job of capturing 
Jarabab, recently the subject of an im- 
portant British communiqué. 
Promotion followed . rapidly, 
Graziani’s success in his Somali command 
in the Abyssinian war marked him out 
for the honours which he has now so 


“suddenly relinquished. 


Battle Dress— 


Proud parents whose sons, and proud 
wives whose husbands, are entitled to 
rank as officers in the L.D.F.. have been 
known to lament.that the officer wears the 
same uniform as the ordinarv--volunteer— 
the only distinction being a littſe red bar 
or two on his shoulder.

L. D. F. uniform ‘is what is popularly 
called battle-dress : it is made for 


active service. And there are mighty 
good reasons why officers should not be 
made unduly conspicuous.

DISINFECTION 


The Association of Milk Producers 
(Dublin Area), at their yester-

a) That a disinfecting agency be 
established in the city under State 
control for the purpose of disinfecting 
milk churns, lorries and drivers leav- 
ing the city; (2) that all infected 
premises be guarded to prevent con- 
tact by those who were surrep- 
titiously passing milk to people whose 
herda were slaughtered. That such 
0 should be prevented from hand- 
ing milk until such time as they were 
immune from infection, and that com- 
pensation be paid where it was 
deemed necessary. 

As an alternative, the association 
aus ests to the Department that all 
milk leaving the city should pass 
through a small number of premises 
which would be subject to rigid in- 
spection, and that all churns, lorries 
and drivers which might be a source 
of infection should be thoroughly dis- 
infected, as it was found that milk 
churns were being sent from farms 
that were free from foot-and-mouth 
disease to infected farms, from which 
they were being returned to the 
sources of supply.

An important statement on Britain's 
attitude towards gas warfare and steps 
to be taken to prepare against its 

ossible use was made in the House of 
‘ommons yesterday by Mr, Herbert 
Morrison, Home Secretary, i 

„The use of gas is abhorrent to His 
Majesty's Government, and this 
vountry will, in no circumatances, be 
the firat to employ the gas weapon,“ 
he ceclared, No attention need be 
paid to any attempt to cast doubts on 
oub attitude or to suggest that our 
defensive measures imply some inten- 
tion to take the initiative, 

‘Unhappily we cannot put any faith 
in statements which the enemy has 
made that he will not use gas, On the 
contrary, his whole past record shows 
that he will stop at nothing, and that 
if he conceives the use of gas to be 
of military advantage to him he will 
use it, 

For that reason it is essential that 
the country should be prepared, Full 
use must be made of the préVision that 
the Government has already made for 
the defence of the civil population (the 
civilian gas mask), which, when pro- 
perly used, gives full protection against 
any known war gas, 

‘The Government is taking fresh 
steps to ensure that every member of 
the papalation carries, practises with, 
and is in every respect familiar with 
the use of his gas mask. Exercises 
and propaganda will be used to this 
énd, and the Government will seek to 
obtain the widest possible co-operation 
in helping to achieve the desired aim. 

“I would : emphasise that, with 
proper measures of protection such as 
are now available to the population, 
there is no ground for serious alarm 
about the effect of gas attack, provided 
always that proper precautions are 
taken and that the public obeys the 
advice givén to it. For that reason 
the Government is ‘determined to en- 
sure that the whole population is in a 
full state of preparedness.”

CIVIL SERVANTS SENT 
TO PRISON 


Sentences of two years’ imprisonment 
were imposed on three young women 
civil. servants — Maureen womey, 
Maureen Cullinane and Mary Spillane, 
all of 44 Clonturk Park, Dublin—when 
they were convicted by the Special 
Criminal Court in Dublin, yesterday, 
of possession of incriminating docu- 
ments and membership of an unlawful 
organisation, 

he President of the Court, in 
announcing the sentences, said that, 
in imposing the maximum sentence, the 
fact that the three women were State 
servants had been taken into considera- 
tion. 

The women were acquitted of a 
charge of refusing to give information 
to the Guards 2 to the commis- 
bion of a scheduled offence under the 
Offences Against the State Act by 
another person, 

Mr. Oliver Moriarty, K.C. (instructed 
by Mr. D. O'Donovan, Chief State 
Solicitor’s Office), opened the State case 
and said that attention had been drawn 
to the accused persons by the visits 
paid to their residence by another civil 
servant, Thomas Doyle, who was now 
in custody awaiting trial. Each of 
them was a paid servant of the State, 
bound to act in full and absolute good 
faith and loyalty to whatever Govern- 
ment was in power in the country. Ihe 
seriousness to the Government in any 
country of members in the State ervice 
taking up work which went to the 
root of the Government itself was a 
matter of extreme gravity.
